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New Map Issued 
Of State Highways 


The first issue of the highway 
map of the state department of 
public works for this season, has 
just come from the press for dis- 
tribution, and several have been 
received here by public officials. 
A new feature of the map is the 
outlining of the various military 
reservations in the state. All con- 
struction work on the various 
highway routes are shown as well 
as those about to begin. The con- 
struction work through Northfield 
which is scheduled to start on May 
26 is noted and traffic is advised 
that the route will be available, 
although with delays. The follow- 
ing information from the map is 
of intereat to local motorists: 

Route 5, Northfield: Recon- 
struction of Main street for 2% 
miles expected to start on the 
26th; road will be open to traffic 
with delays. 

Route 63, Northfield: Recon- 
struction for one-half mile expect- 
ed to start the 26th; road will be 
open to traffic with some delays. 

Route 6, Hatfield/Whately: 
Bilimination of three underpasses 
between South Deerfield and 
Northampton; open to traffic with 
some delays. 

Route 5, West Springfield: Con. 
struction for two miles on River- 
dale road between Springfield 
and Holyoke, expected to start 
June 9; road will be open to 
traffic except for a short distance 
on the southerly end where a de- 
tour will be provided.

Try Lemon- Buttered 
Cabbage with 
Corned Beef 


By BETTY BARCLAY 


In lemon-buttered cabbage, serv- 
ed with corned beef, we have an 
old favorite with a new glamor. 
Here, as with many other voegoeta- 
bles, lemon “points up” the flavor. 
In fact, lemon juice is a seasoning 
for vegetables that should never 
be omitted. If it Ils not used in 
the cooking, it should be provided 
by a garnish. A dish of juiceful 
lemon quarters is as important a 
table accompaniment for vegetables 
as the salt and pepper shakers. 

Cut a amall head of cabbage in 
eighths. Piace in a large kettle of 
boiling salted water. Let water 
boil up again. Cook uncovered 8 
to 10 minutes. 

Have a plece of corned beef 
boiled until tender or use the time- 
saving canned corned beef. In this 
case, remove corned beef from can 
and slice. Place slices in a strainer 
or sieve and let steam until hot 
over boiling cabbage, 

Arrange on hot serving plate with 
alices of corned beef and season 
with % cup melted butter blended 
with 2 tablespoons lemon ifuice. 
Gernish with lemon ailices and

This lemon butter {is delicious 
with many other vegetables, in- 
clading caalifiower, broccoli, Bruse- 
sels sprouts, artichokes, asparagus, 
spinach and other greens. 

To keep caalifiower white, boil tn 
water to which lemon juice has 
been added (3 tablespoons to 1 
quart). In cooking artichokes, add 
2 slicen of lemon for each artl- 
choke. It enhances flavor.

The Back Yard Gardener

Two items I’d like to mention 
today. One is the elm leaf beetle. 
You may remember that last sum- 


mer there was a pretty wide- 
spread infestation of elm leaf 
beetle. I know I heard a good 
many folks asking why there wae 
a premature falling of elm leaves. 
Maleolm A. McKenzie, pathologist 
from the State college says that 
one'reason why the bettle out 
break was so severe last year was 
due to the dry weather. Ordinarily

extent. But the dry weather last 
wammer kept the fungus from 
growing properly. In other werd 
if it lan't one thing, it’s another 
in old mother nature. When she 
keepe things right, we go along 
rather ameethly, but whea some 
thing gets out of balance—tfor ex- 
ample, this early spring weather— 
there’a sure to be trouble. 

McKenzie is just looking ahead 
to a possible recurrence of the 
trouble again this summer and 
has sent out, I believe, informa- 
tion to all town tree wardens as 
to methods for controlling elm 
leaf beetles. Elm trees are usually 
too blamed high for beck yerd 
gardeners to do much in the way 
of spraying. But I think we might 
make friends with our tree war- 
dens or get acquainted with a reg- 
ular tree specialist who can spray 
for us if the beetle gets to going. 

The other item I wanted to give 
you was a list of new and novel 
perennials, I vicked this list up 
from a regular nurseryman, 2 | 
think you'll be fairly certain of 
gotting the particular plants. I 
know all of you are always inter- 
ested in trying out new things.

Snowflake -is the very best of the 
whites; Freedom is a pale rose;
